Taiwanese Patent Publication No. 302735 discloses that according to the game machine 
of the citation, basic game data is obtained by converting content data and so forth such as TOC 
data of CDs. Since it is extemely unlikely that content data happen to be the same among 
different recording medias, exchanging the recording medias can provide different base data 
every time the medias are exchanged. As a result, the content of games is not standardrized. On 
the other hand, the present invention relates to a game device of a music-oriented type, which 
allows the use of a comerically available music information storage medium (such as a 
commercialy available CD and so on) or a network distribution as a means for obtaining original 
data for game music.
